erican Farm Bureau 
Federation, 
acting quickly in hopes of getting 
President Truman's ear, today un- 
animously opposed wage and price 
controls and rationing as means of 
combatting inflation. 


Action Advanced 


A resolution opposing the con- 
trols originally was scheduled 
to 
be read this morning and 
acted 
upon this afternoon. 


On learning the president was 


conferring this morning with con- 
gressional leaders on whether to 
Impose such controls, buerau lead- 
ers reshuffled thes chedule so the 
Federation's stand could be relay- 
ed quickly to Washington. 


"Inflation cannot be stopped by 
price, wage and ration controls," 
the resolution read. "Such meas- 
ures deal with symptoms 
rather 
than fundamental causes. Prema- 
ture adoption of 
such 
controls 


could strangle our economy to the 
point of impairing our ability to 
fight an all-out war." 
Higher Taxes Urged 
The Federation called Instead for 
1 higher taxes, intensified sale of "E" 


Bonds, increased production, 
a 


longer basic work week and con- 
tinued curbs on housing and 
in- 
stallment credit. 


Other resolutions, which Includ- 
ed opposition to an excess profits 
tax, were to be acted on In 
the 
afternoon. 


They pledged the American far- 


mer to. produce needed food but 
said "we insist we be given an op- 
portunity to demonstrate our pro- 
ductive capacity without controls." 
They also: 
Opposed appeasement and declar-

Iran, and directs it to seek a basis 
for a truce. Entezam de-f erred nam- 
ing the committee. 
Russia's Jacob A. Malik vigor- 


ously opposed It as a move to give 
the United States and Britain a 
chance to prepare a new attack. 
Polish de-legate Stefan Wierblow- 


ski told the assembly the cease-fire 
proposal would not stop the Kor- 
ean fighting. This had been assum- 
ed by most delegates as a result of 
the 
Soviet bloc opposition, 
but 
some had clung to a slender hope 
that the Chinese Communists still 
might agree to a truce.

Churchill Declares Atomic Bomb Only 
Lever To Reach Russian Settlement 


LONDON, 
Dec. 
14.—lff>>—Win- 
ston Churchill declared today the 
atomic bomb "Is the only lever by 
which we can hope to obtain a 
reasonable cqnsideration 
in 
our 
attempt to make a peaceful settle- 
ment with soviet Russia." 
Use Pledge Ridiculed. 
He did not suggest, in foreign 
policy debatj in the house 
of 
commons, that the bomb actually 
be used against Russia, but ap- 
parently was arguing against any 
Y pledge by thR West never to use 
it 
unless 
first 
attacked 
with 
atomic weapons by Russia. 
Churchill, the opposition leader, 


took the floor after Prime Minis- 
ter Attlee said President Truman 
I had given him "assurances which 
I consider to be perfectly satisfac- 
tory" 
on any ue of 
the atom 


bomb. 
"I am fully satisfied that the 
fullest weight will be given 
to 
the views of His Majesty's gov- 
erment before instructioni are Is- 


sued to the UN Commander (Gen. 
MacArthur) which have political 
Implications Attlee said. His state- 
ment came as a result of 
de- 
mands by Churchill for a clearer 
statement on the atom bomb. 
Chlded for Delay. 
Today Churchill chided Attlee 


for not meeting with President 
truman 
earlier—perhaps 
right

the Inchon landings.

added: "It would have been wise 
to have a well-fortified 
line, to 
leave a broad no-man's land which 
we 
could 
have 
reconoitered." 


This was a criticism of the decis- 
ion to push up to the Manchur- 
ian border.

said It would be a "silly thing" 
to say that "we must never use 
the atomic bomb unless and until 
it has been used against us."

Texas 'oil allowable for January was 
set at 2,536,946 barrels per day by 
the 
railroad 
commission

holding permissive production at 
exactly the present level. 


Oil purchasers indicataed at the 


statewide 
oil proration 
hearing 


prior to issuance of the commis- 
sion order they generally would be 
satisfied with the same number of 
producing days next month as in 
December. 


The commission followed their 


wishes, retaining a statewide pro- 
ducing schedule of 20 days. 
The 
East Texas field will be on 19 days 
as will the Fullerton field in West 
Texas, and the Wlllamar field in 
southwest Texas will remain on 13 
days. 


A "commission proposal to cut the 
stateiwde gas-oil ratio from 2,000 
cubic feet of gas per barrel of oil 
produced to 1,000-to-l was dropped 
after more than two hours debate.

A four-man Senate Republican pol- 
icy sub-committee decided to make 
a last-ditch effort today to agree 
on a foreign policy declaration for 
the Republicans. 


The fourth meeting for the group 
set up a week ago to draft a for- 
eign policy statement for presenta- 
tion to the Senate's 43 GOP law- 
makers, appeared to have only a 
50-50 chance of ending In any agree- 
ment. 
No hour was set. 


The heart of the problem appear- 


ed to be whether Senate Repub- 
licans, as a party, should formally 
declare they have no confidence in 
Secretary of State Acheson and de- 
mand that President Truman fire 
him. 


This was proposed in a formal 


resolution submitted by 
Senator 
Ives (R-NY) a week ago to the 
Senate Republlan policy commit- 
tee which promptly checked it to 
the subcommittee for overhauling. 
There have been no less than four 
alternate drafts, onsidered.

time, there is evidence that some 
of the ardor for seeking Acheson's 
removal in the present crisis has 
cooled.

Three of the negroes were num- 
bers "salesmen," who- retained n. 
25 per cent commission. They told 
of Thomas' presence at drawings, 
held at a private residence, east of 
the city limits on Highway 31. A 
raid of the racket "headquarters" 
by officers resulted in arrests and

for Tito as a "realistic" move in the 
struggle to contain Soviet imperi- 
alism.

Pearson has written and broadcast 
critically of the senator.

day night. Another columnist and 
radio commentator, Fulton Lewis, 


Jr., broadcast the first public ac- 
count of it Wednesday night.

PRESAGES INCREASED AERIAL 
ACTIVITY BY REDS' FORCES

TOKYO, Dec. U—UP)—Ailed forces pulled deeper Into their north- 


east Korea beachhead today before the menace of an estimated 100,000 
Chinese Reds massed on an arc around them. 


Across th peninsula in the northwest near Manchuria the biggest 


jet-against-jet air battles ever fought were waged during the day. The 
jet dogfights rendered no clear-cut decisions. 


(In Washinton, an air force spokesman said the growing Red 
jet 


fighter activities indicated the Communist air force is starting to wage 
an all-out air war in Korea. 


("The pattern now unfolded may reveal a steady Increasing tempo 


of air activity as additional aircraft become available from Communist 
China or the Soviet Union," the spokesman added).

he advised parents not to take this 
communicable disease lightly.

dangerous for babies the 


need for early protection against It 
la undisputed. Research has shown

the age of two months or earlier.

Christmas packages not 
only should enhance the gift but 
also should be a decorative item 
for 
undcr-the-tree 
or 
on-the 
mantel. 
Let's say you are giving some- 


one a tie for Christmas. You 'know 
how a tie box always Is so tattle- 
tale about its contents—the shape 
never is disguised. Brother always 
ruins the Christmas mood by say- 
Ing, 
"What, another tie?" 
or 
some such waddening exclamation. 
Well,, you can still give a tie and 
wrap the box so prettily that it 
wil] distract the 
recipient 
from 
guessing at the contents. Here's 
how: 
Cover the box with 
green 
or 
red paper. 
Tic with contrasting 


satin ribbon around the box 
2 
inches from'the top and 2 inches 
from the hottom. 
Add a 
small 


tailored bow to each. Paste 
a 


snowflake cut from a paper doily 
below each -of the ribbons. Then 
cut out two Christmas-tree shapes, 
each from a round G-inch paper 
doily. Paste these in the box, so 
that the top points of each tree 
are joined in the center of the 
box, 
and the trees extend in op- 
posite directions. 
Paste a large 
red star at the point where a the 
two tree tops are joined (or don't 
quite join the tree tops and put a 
star atop each.) 
Paste gold and 
red seals over both trees. 


A candy cane gift wrap is fun 


for a hanky or a stocking box. 
Cover the box with plain or candy 
cane design paper. 
Tie the rib- 


bon around the box eater-corner 
fashion. Do this so that you have 
opposite corners trimmed with the 
ribbon. 
Then make the candy- 
cane part of the trim. To make the 
canes if you wish (you may sub- 
stitute actual candv canes if the 
gift is going to a child), cut two 
pieces of wire 6 inches long.

These pentrating observa- 


tions of Edison suggest a 
serious defect in our govern- 
mental system, which, as he 
says, makes it highly unbe- 
coming for us to lecture oth- 
er nations because their gov- 
ernment's are not perfect. 


Over the years, however, 


our political standards are 
rising. At the beginning of 
the century New York and 
Pennsylvania were ruled by 
two cynical bosses, both sen- 
ators, Thomas C. Platt and 
Matthew S. Quay. Today's 
leaders in the two states are 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey and 
Senator-elect James H. Duff. 
While both have faults, the 
moral and intellectual dif- 
ference between them and 
their predecessors of 1900 
is incalculable.

to the public. 


As the number of cars in- 


creases, cities may have to 
resort permanently to bans 
on private cars. It would not 
be surprising if New York 
City eventually forbade the 
use of private automobiles, 
except by doctors and in 
emergency cases, on Man- 
hattan Island. A city which 
cannot well enlarge its thor- 
oughfares may have to de- 
cide that the time has come 
when its cars are too many 
for 
its 
highway facilities, 


and that the only available 
remedy is limitation of cars.

Max Reiter, Founder Of Two Texas 
Symphony Units, Dies In San Antonio 


SAN ANTONIO, Dec. 14— UP)— 
Max 
Reiter, who played a shoe- 
itrlnjr Into one of the nation's fore 
most symphony orchestras, Is dead 
The little man who came to the 
United States In 1938 with MO. a 
letter from Arturo Toscanlnl and 
a burning desire to have his own 
orchestra left as a monument two 
—the one here and one at Waco. 


He died late Wednesday In the 
hospital where he had been under 
treatment since a heart attack last 
Wednesday. 


Born In Trieste 
Born In Trieste In 1905, Retter 
chucked a successful career as a 
conductor In 
various 
European 
countries 
to come to New York 


City. From there he picked Texas 
as a spot that might use his tal- 
ents. He started for the Lone Star 
State with a list of 18 towns and 
J217 he had saved while working 
In New York In his pocket. 


How he got his orchestra — not 
one but two—was a heartwarming 
story. 


Reiter stopped off In Waco, 
a 
Central Texas town of less than 
100,000 In 1939, while enroute to 
San Antonio. He talked to various 
people and was encouraged to try 
and start a symphony. 


In San Antonio he received addi- 
tional encouragement. So he start- 
ed two orchestras, and built tho 
one here Into national renown. It 
was the first big budget symphony 
In Texas. 
"He started with a scratch or- 
chestra," said 
John 
Rosenfleld, 
amusements editor of the 
Dallas 
Morning News and a close personal 
friend. "He brought in musicians 
from Dallas and Houston to play 
his concerts." 


It was tough going for Reiter for 
a while, but he played the music 


that would appeal to the people Ant 
he tolk his orchestra Into the lit- 
tle cities of Texas, playing In what- 
ever facilities the town could offer. 
Once he conducted a concert 
In 
the middle of the high school foot- 
ball field at Cucro, Texas, In weath- 
er so cold that the musicians that 
could wore gloves. 


Reputation Grows 


As 
his orchestra grew, so did 


Relter's reputation. He Was a fre- 
quent 
guest conductor of other 


symphonies, including that of the 
National Broadcasting Company, 
He started an opera season for 
San Antonio that has grown Into 
one of the city's leading events and 
he delighted in introducing 
new 
musical compositions. 
Reiter studied music and law In 


Munich and began his musical car- 
eer with the Berlin Opera. He la- 
ter Was conductor of the Philhar- 
monic Orchestra of Munich 
and 
conducted 
the symphony of the 
Royal Conservatory of Milan. 
He is survived by his wife,- the 
former Mrs. Pauline Goldsmith — 
one of those who encouraged him 
to found the symphony here —and 
a sister, Mrs. Elsa Caminer of New 
York City.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 14— UP)— 
In 1897 congress passed a law, stll 
standing, which says: 


"No testimony given by a witness 


before a congressional commmittee 
shall be used as evidence in 
criminal proceedings against 
any 
him 
in court." 


But this is no perfect protection. 
For example: Suppose you admit- 
ted to a congressional commmittee 
you had violated a federal law.' 


True, what you said to the com- 
mittee could never be used against 
you In court. And you couldn't be 
charged with a crime on the basis 
of what you told the committee. 
But the FBI could use what you 
said as a lead, go out dig up evi- 
dence on its own. Then you could 
be charged and the FBI evidence, 
not your congressional testimony, 
would be used at your trial. 


What "out" then does a man have 


if he's called before a congression- 
al committee since he can be jailed 
for contempt If he refuses to an- 
swer a committee question? 
There Is only one "out." That's 


:he fifth amendment to the constl- 
.utlton. It says no man can be 
forced to testify or given any "evi- 
dence against himself. 


So If you hide behind that fifth 
amendment you can refuse to an- 
swer on the grounds that: "What 
: say may tend to incriminate me 
(that is, lead to my arrest, 
and imprisonment). 
trial 


But you can't even use that "out" 
iniess you really have some reason 
for fearing your answer might in- 
criminate you You just can't use 
t as a trick for refusing to answer. 


And if you use It, and congress 
loesn't think you have a good rea- 
on fo rit, you can be cited for con- 
cmpt and tried. Then it's up to a 
Ury to decide whether you really 
might have been incriminated by 


answering. 
It used to be that when a cqm- 


mlttee asked a witness If he wa« a 
Communist, he could not refuse to 
answer, using the fifth amendment 
on the ground he might Incrimin- 
ate himself There was no law af- 
fecting the Communist Party or 
making It a crime to belong. 
But in 1940 congressed passed e 


Jaw called the Smith Act. It said 
nothing about tho party or that 
there was any crime In belonging 
to It: the law said: 
It's a crime to teach or advocate 


forceful overthrow of the govern- 
ment, to help organize any group 
which teaches it, or to be a mem- 
ber of such group, knowing Its 
purpose. 
Finally the government tried and 


convicted 11 top Communist* on a 
charge of violating the Smith Act 
by teaching overthrow of the gov- 
ernment. Whether they were justly 
convicted will now be decided by 
the Supreme Court. 
But, because of the Smith Act 
and the conviction of the 11 lead- 
ers, membership in the party may 
result in any member's being charg- 
ed with violating the law. 


Meanwhile, 
a 
Colorado grand 


iury tried to question a Mrs. Fa- 
:ricia Blau about the party's oper- 
ations in Colorado. She refused to 
answer, using the fifth 
amend- 
ment, on the grounds she might In- 
criminate herself. 
She was found guilty of contempt 
and sentenced to a year In jail. 
She appealed to the Supreme Court. 
And this week the court ruled; 


She shouldn't have been held In 
contempt and had a right to refuse 
o answer on the ground she might 
ncriminate herself. Why? Because, 
he court said, she had reason to 
ear prosecution under the Smith 
Act if she admitted membership 
n, or knowledge of, the Commun- 
st Party. 
But right now 20 people stand 
ndlcted in Washington on a charge 
of contempt for having refused to 


answer congressional committees' 
questions about Communism. Doea 
the Supreme Court decision mean 
the government will have to drop 
its charges against all these peo- i 
pie? Not at all.

Earl Browder, former head Com- 


munist, Is one. To some questions 
he merely said—without using the 
fifth amendment—he wouldn't an- l± 
swer becouse he thought the com- 
mlttee was fishing for Information. 


The other 19 gave various Ma- 
sons for refusing to answer. Even 
In their case using the fifth amend- 
ment is not necessarily a good ex- 
cuse for refusing to answer. For 
this reason:

of operating the racket. "I didn't 
check no books," he said. "I didn't 
take no money." 
He continued: 
"I didn't keep, exhibit or operate 
any policy game, but I did bet." 
Earlier one of the negro sales- 
men had testified that Thomas 
had "checked books." When offi- 
cers raided the place, Thomas was 
seated at a table with several tic- 
kets and some money In front of 
him, police testified. 
Explain Sale. 
Negroes testifying for the state 


were Curtis L. Jones, Lafayette An- 
derson, Floyd Graves and Maurice 
Cox. 
They explained that numbers 
were sold from five cents on up, 
usually in groups of three's. Rec- 
ords are kept of the customers and 
their numbers. 


Marble-like numbers are shaken 
up in a leather container and drawn 
out 12 at a time, it was explained 
by Curtis Jones, one of the negro 
talesmen. The numbers are writ- 
ten on a black board in three ver- 
tical rows—12 :u two lines and 6 
in another verticle line. The holder 
of three numbers which appear 
in any one of the three lines wins. 
The amount paid—or odds of the 
game—was never disclosed at the 
trial. But few winners were re- 
ported by the salesman. 
One told 
of paying off BOc. 


Two books of tickets are Bold— 
one called "Easy Money" and one 
called "Lucky Strike." 
Cross-Examination. 
Hughes' cross-examination of the 
Begroes brought testimony Thomas 
was not seen doing anything with 
the game's operation. Anderson said 
"he was just playing like other 
customers." 


Jones said "Frankly speaking, I 
don't know what Mr. Thomas was 
doing out there." 
Jones told the jury on cross-ex- 
amination he was kept in jail six 
days but was released without hav- 
ing to make bond. 


"Did they promise 
you 
they 
•wouldn't prosecute if you'd make a 
statement?" Hughes asked. 
"No; they didn't," said Jones. 
The witness

however, admitted he was promised 
no prosecution. 
This was Ander- 
•on, who was in jail six days. He 
also said he didn't know who took 
the salesmen'* money or who was 
operating the game. 


"The money was left on the ta- 
ble," Bald Anderson, 


Obviously surprised 
by 
testi- 
mony of their own witnesses, Bond 
and County Attorney Charles T. 
Banister opened an attempt to im- 
peach Jones and Anderson. 
Both numbers salesmen, howev- 
er, continued to deny telling the 
prosecutors before the trial that 
Thomas helped operate the game. 
Jones, Anderson and Cox each 
linked the Dallas negro (Hooker) 
•with the racket. Hooker had eith- 
er invited them out to the head- 
quarters or had talked them into 
being salesmen, they testified. 
Graves testified he was at the 
house the night of the raid, and 
that the defendant "was checking 
In salesmen and counting money." 
He said he did not sell tickets, was 
only a witness. 
State's witnesses also told of 
•eelng Rags Burnett, Red Derden 
and Hooker, at the policy game 
headquarters. 


Balding Of fleers'Testify. 
Raiding 
officers testified that 
Burnett fled from the scene and 
was found a few minutes later hid- 
ing underneath an old skating rink 
floor nearby. 


Equipment seized In the Oct. 18 
raid, and exhibited In the court- 
room during the trial, included two 
email printing machines, a large 
quantity of ticket books which 
salesmen carry, a leather jug and 
the numbered marbles, blackboard 
and printed results of drawings. 
The state rested its case at 5:30 
p. m. Wednesday, when a recess 
was called until 7:30 p. m. Thomas 
then took the stand for a half hour 
and the defense rested. A defense 
motion for an instructed verdict 
of acquittal was overruled by Judge 
Mays.

Conflicts, Rev. Shamburger States 


"Of the 400 million persons In 


[ndia, only one per cent are Chris- 
tians and it's the obligation 
Christians all over the world 
carry the mesage of our Lord to 
them," the Rev. W. M. Shambur- 
jer, pastor of the First Baptist 
church, told members of the Corsl- 
can Rotary club Wednesday. 


Rev. Shamburger served as an 


army chaplain in India 
for 
13 


months during World War II and 
he told the club of his experiences 
while stationed in the Far East. 


Land of Contrasts 


He listed India as a land of con- 


trasts and conflicts but a land of 
great opportunity. 


He said the richest and the poor- 


est people, and the most cultured 
and the least educated live In In- 
dia. 
That the country has 
the 


highest and near-lowest geograph- 
ical spots in the world. 


The pastor said the country Is 


in a constant state of turmoil and 
that their way of life is one of 
conflict. 


"Human life is 
the 
cheapest 


commodity 
in 
India," 
he 
said. 


"Their span of life averages 30 
years 
due to health conditions, 


strife and aggression. Cows are 
valued at $75 and humans at $60." 


Rev. 
Shamburger 
warned 
the 


Rotarians that India must be con- 
sidered as a power in future world 
developments. 


Many Oppotunltle* 


Speaking 
about the opportuni- 


ties of India, Rev. Shamburger 
said the country was rich in oil, 
tea plantations and fertile valleys. 


"Much of the country's wealth 


la still unexplored and undiscov- 
ered," he said. 


The speaker said he believed the 


British were interested in exploit- 
ing the wealth of -India for the 
British Empire, not for the people 
of India. 


Rev. Shamburger described the 


hot. 
humid climate of much of 


India, and exnlained how the caste 
system regulates the way of llv. 
ing and government. 


He explained the difference of 


the two great religious systems 
there, Mphammedism and Hindu- 
Ism, 
and said the 
former were 


trying to outnumber the latter by 
increased births. 


Country Divided 
'He explained how the country 


has been divided by the two relig- 
ious groups and of the strife re- 
sulting from it. 


Rev. 
Shamburger 
concluded, 


"The Hindus have an extremely 
high code of ethics but the people 
live on a much lower level. They 
live on a lower level because they 
depend on the power of man not 
on the power of Gd."

Intrastate Long Distance Calls Are 
More Expensive Than Out Of State 


COLLEGE STATION, Dec. 14.— 
L3?)—Intrastate long distance tele- 
phone calls cost more in Texas 
than comparable interstate 
calls, 
but this is true in most of the 
nation. 


And Texas intrastate toll rates 
compare favorably with those in 
other states, being neither highest 
nor • lowest, the Texas legislative 
council was told today. 


Roport Inconclusive. 
The council received a detailed 


but inconclusive 95-pasre report on 
Texas telephone rates from its re- 
search st-aff in response to a resolu- 
tion by the 51st legislature directing 
an investigation of rates. 
That resolution called on the 
legislative council to determine 
whether rate^ on loner distance calls 
within Uu1 state are uniform and 
fair. 
It also asked determination 


of whether or not a permanent body 
should be created to rejrulate char- 
ges for such calls. 
The research staff said it was im- 


possible to make a real determina- 
tion of whether toll rates of the 


295 companies operating in Texas 
were fair. 


"A mammoth rate case would be 


required to draw an accurate con- 
clusion on this score," the report, 
stated The report also left decision 
on need for a state telephone regu- 
latory body up to the legislative 
council. 
Millard Ruud of the re- 
search staff, explaining the report, 
said the decision was a policy-mak- 
ing one which only the 
council 


could make. 


An example of the disparity in In- 
terstate and intrastate rates which 
prompted the legislature to demand 
an investigation is cited: "A person 
day messasre for six minutes from 
Austin, Texas, to Texarkana, Tex- 
as, (intrastate) costs $3.10. 
The 


same call to Texarkana, Ark., (in- 
terstate) costs $2.10, a difference 
of one. dollar." 
Interstate Retuiirns Greater. 
But the report also reveals that 


telephone 
companies 
receive a 
greater return from interstate calls, 


percentage wise, than from intra- 
state. 
The researchers found that the 


disparity between intrastate and 
interstate rates has increased over 
the years as the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission, through in- 
formal rate negotiations with Amer- 
ican Telephone and Telegraph com- 
pany, has secured lower interstate 
rates. 
Southwestern Bell telephone, the 


major company in Texas, has re- 
duced its intrastate long distance 
rate schedule eight times while in- 
creasing in only once since 1018. 
The lone increase came In 1818, 
the report said.

A poll taken among members of the last Marine Division 


•hows they are In favor of using the atomic bomb. Of the nine 
interviewed all hut one said "drop it, wo arc losing too many 
men over here." The doubtful one said, "If we have to I am for 
It. If we had the manpower of the last war we could lick them 
without the bomb." 
A Texas observer writes: "Our congressmen say we shouldn t 


use thc A-bomb. However we have spent millions of dollars to 
perfect It. Now they say we should outlaw It. But they follow 
right along with another plan to spend millions more for A-bomb 
shelters In case Russia should attack. Somewhere along the lino 
this reasoning Isn't right." 
The army sputters along with confusing orders. First it's a 


holiday furlough for its soldiers. Then the order 1» changed to 
12-hour passes for those who can be spared. 


Not many years ago tho army, the air force and the navy

Radioactivity 
Cleanser Found 
At Cheap Figure 


By WALLACE A. WEEKS 


WORCESTER, Mass., Dec. 14— 


UP)—A chemical to cleanse person 
exposed to an A-bomb's radioac 
live dust at a cost of about a pen 
ny each has been described by 
Clark University scientist. 


In a paper read to a meeting o 


the Clark Scientific Society, Asso- 
ciate Prof. Arthur E. Martell said 


"This 
decontaminant, 
known 


commercially as 'versene" does no 
destroy radioactivity but convert 
radioactive metals to a form whic 
can be easily rinsed away 
wit 
water." 


Big Improvement 


This, he added, is a vast improve 


ment over earlier methods whicl 
consisted of washing contamlnatei 
surfaces with strong corrosive so- 
lutions. 


Dr. Martell said that the chemi 


cal, scientifically known as a com 
plexing agent, would be of no us 
in treating burns from atomic ra 
diation. 


Its principle use would be 


decontamination centers followln 
a blast, when whole communitie 
could be bathed in the chemica 
which would be combined with 
cleansing agent for easier use. I 
also could be used on equipment. 


The main characteristics of th 


chemical are (1) it combines ver 
strongly with metals and (2) it 1 
highly water soluble. Radloactiv 
dusts of atomic blasts is compose 
mainly of metals. The chemica 
would grip them and then wash ol 
easily with water. 


After a person went through th 


chemical bath he would take a wa 
ter shower and be rechecked fo 
radioactivity with a gelger coun 
ter.
